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Viets Plan Civilian Rule 


A civilian government emphasizing the balancing power between executive and legislative 
leadership appears to be shaping up for South Vietnam, long used to virtual dictatorships 
and military rule. Elections this fall on a one-man, one-vote basis would result in a gov- 
ernment with a president and vice president, and a parliament consisting of a lower house 
and upper house. Members of the lower house would include 100-200 members, each 
elected by a different constituency, and an upper house or senate of 30-60 members, to be 
chosen on a nationwide basis. The president would select a premier, who in turn picks 
his cabinet. The assemblies could oust a cabinet member by two-thirds vote, or the pre- 
mier by the same majority if the president agrees. If he doesn't agree, a three-fourths 
vote would be required.

Olds Is 44 In a young man's Air 
Force but he's still one of the 
hottest pilots of the Vietnam 
war. 


A World War H ace with 24ft 


enemy planes to his credit then, 
he shot down his second Com- 
munist MIG21 Thursday to be- 
come the first double MIG killer 
of the Vietnam conflict.

base, Ubon airfield in Thailand.

We spotted four MIG17s later, 
but they didn't want to mix It 
up." 


Olds' flight of F4C Phantoms 


was escorting the F105 Thunder- 
chiefs whose onisaioir wa» to 
bomb the Hanoi transformer 
site seven miles north of the 
center of the Communist capi- 
tal. 


Olds said that as his flight got 


near the Phuc Yen airfield "two 
MIG21s were spotted at 10 
o'clock high heading for the last 
formation of 105s." 


"We broke Into them," Olds 


related, "and when they saw us 
they quickly forgot what they 
were there for. One disappeared 
and the other got nailed. He was 
burning when I left him. An 
F105 pilot saw him go into the 
ground and I didn't see him bail 
out." 


Olds, graduated In 1943 from 


West Point whore he was an 
outstanding tackle on the toot- 
ball team, comes from a long 
line of military men. One mem- 
ber of his family was a colonel 
on Gen. George Washington's 
staff. His father, Maj. Gen. 
Robert Olds, was commander of 
the 2nd Air Force during World 
Warn. 


Olds, of Washington, D.C., is 


married to former movie ac- 
tress Ella Raines. They have 
two daughters, Chris, 15, and 
Susan, 13. 


He came to Southeast Asia 


from Shaw Air Force Base, 
S.C., and took command of the 
8th Tactical Fighter Wing at 
Ubon, which calls itself the 
"Wotfpack Gang" because it 
has downed more than half of 
the 37 MIGs claimed by the Air 
Force in aerial duels, Navy pi* 
lots have downed the other 12 
MIGs claimed by U.S, pilots.

QUANG TRI, Vietnam (AP) 


— Inside the dingy, dimly lit 
province hospital, the innocents 
and not-so-lnnocents of the Viet- 
nam war lie in pain and an- 
guish. 


Their 
wounds, burns and 


missing limbs are testimony to 
the intensity of the conflict. 
Thousands more like them are 
spread ttrougb civilian hospi- 
tals elsewhere in Vietnam. 


"When you first go through 


the wards, it's almost enough to 
make an instant dove out of 
you," 
a 
U.S. Army officer 


warned one visitor bound for the 
hospital. "But you will find that 
most of them were hit by Viet 
Cong fire or just got caught up 
in some Viet Cong attack. A 
good share probably doesn't 
even 
know which side hurt 


them." 


In one bed a girl is huddled, 


her body badly burned. Other 
members of the family are 
nearby in much tbe same condi- 
tion. Their bouse burned around 
their heads after an American 
helicopter crashed and caught 
fire. Inside the burned home, 
government troops found a Viet 
Cong machine gun. 


Quang Tri's hospital, tbe only 


one in tbe province, was built to 
handle 350 patients. It has 450 
plus mothers and children who 
sleep sometimes up to four to a 
bed wMle a wounded member of 
the family recovers. 


Cries of pain and dispair are 


rarities. 


"Guts, that's what these peo- 


ple have got. Real Guts," says 
CPO William Green, Graybull, 
Wyo., a member of the U.S, 
Navy medical team assigned 
here.
